n. To lay before you, the neceflitjr of following his 
ejcatnple, from the confideration of his goodnefs to us. 

He is bountiful. and. kind from theeffentiai goodnefr 
of his own nature, and becaufe it is his moil glorious at- 
tribute fo to be. And as he is, beyond the utmoll ftretch 
of expeAation liberal and munificent, tho* no additional 
happinefs can accrue to him, from the poor impotent 
creatures that bafk in the {iinflune of his favours : lb we^ 
influenced by the force of fo great an example, or inci- 
ted by fome inherent principle of chriflian perfe^on, 
ihould not fit down firft, and compute what account our 
good intentions, kind offices; or w^ks and laieur that 
froceedett tf Ltme *^ to our indigent brothers, will tura 
to : but heedfuUy ohlerve and purfue, thoie excellent 
jules of Generous compafTion prefcribed by our Great 
Mafler, and his Apoftles. As Chrifl Honing loved bk 
4mni loved them unto the end^ ; not with fudden fallies 
of paffion, but with a love unfeigned, ifTuing from that 
inexhauflible fpring of goodnefs, wluch was ever flow^ 
ing, ever diflfufing itfelf, upon all who fought, or recd- 
ved its. communications ; fo (hould it be our conflant 
endeavours to ndfe pur aflfedtions to the conflancy and 
. pcrfeverance, the fincerity and extfent of his love. As 
St. John explwns it, not in word onfy^ hut in deed and

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in truth °*. Not growing hot or cold in our inclinations, 
according to the ebbings and Rowings of uncertain for- 
tune 5 but proceeding upon the fteady principles of Rea- 
ibn and Religion. Such as are always fixed and confif- 
tent with themfelves, and if purfued as they ought to 
be, will not fail to make us increafe^ and to abound m 
love one towards another^ ** as in fociety particularly, fo 
generally toward all men. 

Chriftianity in the general ( for I now tnter not upon* 
the melancholly divifions fo rife among us ) never cir- 
Gumfcribes our benevolence within the narrow confines qC 
Nature, Fortune, Profit, or Perfonal Obligation. What 
I would advance is this : That we rcftrain not our love 
to our next neighbour only, this being meerly a point of 
conveniency — ^Nor to our acquaintance folely, this beings 
the efFcft of inclination purely to gratify ourfelves — ^Wc jl 

dre not to carefs our friends ' only, becaufe gratitude and , 

common juftice require even* that at our hands— Nor yet 
thofe efpecially from whom we expeft to receive benefit, 
for this intcreft and policy will prompt us to — Nor our 
relations only, for this the ties of blood and meer nature 
diftate — Nor is our love and charity limited to them 
particularly who are of the fame Church or Opinion 
with us : for by the very fame reafon that we are indu- 
ced to bcfieve ourfelves in the right, they may imagine 
thenifeives fo too ; and what we may judge to be a 
perfedion among ourfelves, they may condemn as a 
blemifli. Be it fo then : that in fome points or rather

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modes of worfliip we may differ or diflent from- each o- 
dier : yet ffiil the LODGE reconciles even rfiefe— ThePe 
we all meet amicably, and converfe fodably together-*^

mingle interefts — There we difcover no eftrangement 
of behaviour, nor alienation of affetflion — We fcrve 
one another moft readily in all the kind Offices of a 
cordial Friendlhip.

and this fia ( faid the Jews ) we know that every where 
itisfpoken againff\ And wherefore was this fedt fo 
iixiken againft ? Was it from any evil they knew of its 
profeflbrs ? Or from meer ignorance or blind prejudice? 
We find nothing of the former, but undoubted proof 
of the latter. And this I take to be pretty much our 
cafe, in refpeft to Maferrry — as fiovring from the fame 
corrupted principles. I have had the Honour of being 
a member of this Ancient and Honourable Society 
many Years, have fuft^ed many of its offices, and can 
and do aver, in this /acred place, and before the Grand 
Architect ef the fForld, that I never could obferve 
ought therein, but what was juftifiable and commendable 
according to the ftrifteft rules of Society. This bang 
founded on the rules of the Gofpel, the doing the Will 
of God, and the fuhdutng our paffions, and Wghly con- 
ducing to every (acred and ibcial virtue. But not to 
infA on my own experiences, the very Antiquity of 
our Conftitution furnilhes a fufficient argument to 
confute all gain&yers. For no comlrination of wicked 
men, for a wicked purpofe, ever lafted long. The 
'want of «rtue, on which mutual truft and confidence 
Is founded, foon divides and breaks them to pieces. 
Nor would men of unqueftionable wifdom, known in- 
tegrity, flrifl: honour, undoubtedveracity, and good 
ienfe ( tho' theym^;h£ be trapand into a foolifii or ridi- 
culous fociety, which could pretend to nothing valuable _) 
■ ever continue it, ( as all the world may fee they have

As to any objedtions that have been raifed againd 
dus ibciety, they are as ridiculous as they are ground. 
Ie& : — For what can difcover more egr^ious folly 
in any man, than to attempt to vilifie what he know^ 
nothing of ? At that rate, he may with equal juftice 
flbule or calumniate any thing elfe that he is unacquain- 
ted wkh — But there are fome peculiar cuftoms among 
us I Airely thefe can be liable to no cenfure, hath not 
every Society fome peculiarities, which are not to be re* 
vealed to men <^ different conununities ? — But fome a* 
m(M^ us behave not fo well as might be expefte^ : we 
fear this is too true, and are heardly forry for it, let us 
therefore every one try to mend one : but even this ob- 
jection is of no weight with a man of ingenuity and 
candour. For if the wiiworthinefs of a prpfeflpr, cafts 
a rcfle<5tion upon the profcflion, it may be inferred by pa-^ 
rity of reafon, that the mifcondud of a chnftian, is an 
iargumeht againft chriftianity. But this is a conclufion 
which I prefume no man will allow, and yet it is no 
more than what he muft fubfcribe to, who is fo unrea- 
ibnable as to infifl: on the other. 



Upon the whole then, it appears that the Rules of 
^ this fociety have a dired tendency to render Convcrfatioh 

agreable, as well as innocent j and fo to influence our 
pradtice, as to be ufefiil to others, and profitable to our 
fclvcs J for to cot^nue in Amity, and maintain a fair 
correQ)ondeiice^ to be ^pofed reciprocally., ta all ofliQesu 
of humanity^ and to aft upon mutual terms of Benevo- 
i lence> which are the Char^fterifticks of Chriftianity, are

hands from them juft as a perfon would do, who hap-

tautening upon his flelli. In fuch a cafe none would 
Ibnd a nraoient to conGder •, none would debKe widi 
hinifcjt' the expediency of the thing ; bat ioftantly fling 
«if the pernicious incumbrance ; iniUntly endeavour to 
difengage himfelf from the clin^ng mifchief : fo {had ' 
every upright Mafen from fuch perilous /i^ Brethrtn. 

There is one eflential property which belongs to oi 
Crafty which had like to have flipped me, and whic 
however .condemned, is highly worthy of all applaufi 
and that is, Secrecy. AH that fhould be difclofed of 
Lodge is thb, that in our meetings we are all good-n 
tured, loving and cheerful one with another. But wh 
are thefe fecrets t why. If a Brother in necefllty fed 
relief, 'tis an inviolable fecret, becaufe true Charity vau 
fitb not ilfelf. ' If an overtaken Brother be admoiulhc 
*ris in fecret •, becaufe Charily is kind. , If peflibly lit 
XJWcFcnccs, feuds, or xnitnolitics Ibould invade c 
peaceful walls, they are ftill kept fecret, for Charity ft 
feretb long, is net ta/ily provoked^ tbinicttb no Evil, • 
Thefe and many more ( would time permit ) which 
could name, are the embclifllments that emljlazon i 
Mafon's Efcutcheon. And as a further ornament, 
xa add that aromatic fprig of Cajia, of letting our U^ 
fejhine before men, that they may fee our good work 
and that whereas they fpeak ogainit us as evil doers t. 
inay hy our good works whifh tbeyfiiaH behold glorify Gt
